of each of independent claims 9, 25, and 41 recited above as asserted by the Examiner. T he- 
Official Notice taken by the Examiner does not cure this deilciency. 

G? et?/'does not teach or suggest 'deceiving a specitlcatiori of a category 
number that uniquely idetitifles a combination of [a] category entry and [aj subcategory entfy/' 
much less ''receiving an additional specification of said category nixmber,'' and "based on said

I'vpically, product names, model numbers or other form of 
designators are disposed, in rows as record iderviifiers, followed by 
columns of product features: i.e., product attributes, winch define 
the product, or vice \ ersa, i.e., columns of product names and rows 
of attributes. As mli be appreciated, to access a product record, 
commonly, either the user has to designate a product name, 
model nmnker., or enter a descriptive, pnuluct-feature word 
strings to locate the product desired. However, such record 
access procedures gfejlillicuk for shoppers who don't know what 
model tsames or numbers ta ask for, or who don 't i^nderstand 
what featnres will he appropriate to put in a string search, or 
indeed, who don reaify know what they are exactly looking for, 
Andy as might be expected, this problem becomes even more 
difficult where the shopper spectrum includes individmiis having 
different levels of product awareness, ami diverse ages, 
educat'onal, and commm tty backgrounds. As will be 
appreciated, the less .sophisticated the shoppers, the more difficult 
it is fof ihem to appreciate the search process, understand product 
Jargon, and discriminate between product features.''*

Fvtrtherrnore, it would riot have been obvious to one s]<illed in the axt at the time of 
Applicants' invention to pertbnn the operations recited in each of independejit claims '^), 25, and 
4 1 given the above discussion in Greef, For example, the keywords or numbers discussed in 
Greefdo not teach or ,suggest a "category namber that uniquely identifies a combination of [a] 
caiegoiy entry and [a] subcategory entry," as recited in each of independent claims 9, 25, ai'sd 41 , 
As another example, the di,seussion in Greef of accessing a product record by keywords or 
Turn^bers does not teach or suggest "auxomatically reseleeting [a] category and [a] subcategory in 
a display wiixiow/' much less doing so "based on a recei ving of an additional speeificaiion of 
said category number," as recited in each of independeni claims 9, 25, and 41. 

J. The OfflessI Notice taken by the Examiner does not cure the deftciencies of Greef 
The Examiner conceded that ""Greef might not expressly disclose a transaction."^'* The 
lixamincr then stated that "since this is an e-conunerce shopping system and method, a 
transaction is obviously present" and "ji'li would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was inade to have a transaction take place per the Officiai 
Notice . , , because such a modification would allow Greeflo have items to select irom, prior to 
making a transaction."'^ fiowever, even if a transaction is obvious in •view of f7r<?e/; which 
Appellant does not admit, no combination of (i>T.'fi;/ and the Official Notice teaches or suggests 
the elements of each of claims 9, 25, and 41 discus,sed above.

The Examiner appeared to rely on a combinatioi-s oi'Greef'And U.S. i^atent Application 
Pufelication No. 2005/0071251 Al to Linden, et al (hereinafter ''Linden") as allegedly leaching or 
suggesting variotis elements of indeperiderst claims 9, 25, and 41 Mowever, relianee on a 
combination of references not cited on the Examiner's rejection of independent claims 9> 25, and 
41 renders ti-se finality of die ()ff!ce Action improper.^ ' Here, the irAarniner rejected independeni 
claims 9, 25, and 41 as allegedly being -unpatentable under Greef'm view of Official Notice.'^ 
The Examiner did not reject independent claims 9, 25, and 41 as being unpatentable under Greef 
in view of Linden. Thtis, the liKajuiner appears to lurve introduced a rRnv ground Ibr reieetion 
that was not necessitated by Appellant amendments. 



Furthermore, Linden does not teach or srsggest any of the elements of independeni claims 
9< 25, and 41 discussed above that Greef ixnd the Official Notice do not ieac}'* or suggest. Linden 
is direcied lo '"mioniioring user browsing activiiies that indicate user interests in panieular 
produets- or otl^er items, represented in an electronic catalog, and lor using such ird'brniation to 
ideruify i5.ems ilK.ri are related to one another."''' To that end, Linden discusses (hat ''The various 
product offerings are arranged within a brnwse tree in which each node represents a category or 
subcategory of product."'"'^' Mowever, like 6>t.\'^;/ and the Official Notice, linden does not teach 
or suggest, at least, 'Teeeiving a specification of a categosy number that uniquely iderttitles a 
coxubination of said category etUry and said subcategory entry, "receiving art additional 
specitlcation of said category nomber," and "based on .said receiving of said additional 
specification of said category number aulornaticady reselecting said category and said 
subcategory in said display vvindowf' as recited in each of independent claims 9, 25, and 41.
